Traveling 85,253 Miles, 

Have you ever thought of the. dis- 
tance you travel when you are out 
on an hour's stroll? Possibly, you 
walk three miles within the hour, but 
that does not by any means. represent 
the distance you travel. The earth 
turns on its axis every twenty-four 
hours. For the sake of round figures, 
we will call the earth’s circumference 
24,000 miles, and so you must have 
traveled during the hour's stroll 1,000 
miles in the axial turn of the earth. 

But this is not all. The earth makes 
a journey around the sun every year, 
and a long but rapid trip it is. The 
distance of our planet from the sun 
we will put at 92,000,000 miles. This 
is the radius of the earth's orbit—half

184,000,000 miles, and the circumfer- 


ence, being the dinmeter multiplied by | 


8.1416, is about 578,000,000.
